ZEPPELIN HANGAR ATTACKED

British Attempt Daring Aeroplane
Rald But Are Repuised.

Friederichshafen, via Berlin, The
Hague and London—Elaborate pre-
ouutions which the Germans have ta
ken for un emergency were responsl
ble for the fallure of the rald of three
British aviators who swooped down
on this city to drop bombs upon the
Zeppelin balloon works,

Anti-aeroplane cannon and machine
guns adapted to highangle fire de-
fentad the accomplishment of the dar-
ing exploit and succeeded In bringlng
down ove of the hostile machines and
putting the others to flight.

The Euglishmen circled above the
balloon hall for some time and drop-
ped six bombs, two of which came
pear the bulldings. Two other bombs
struck bouses in the city, damaging
them severely and killing & wman and
wounding & wWomAaD.

One of the flyers then made & fear-
less attempt to cross the ball at &
helght of only & quarter of & mile
Bullets from the guns mounted on the
tops of, buildings, however, plerced the
aeroplane’s gasoline tank, causing the
fuel to escape and forcing the pllot
to attempt to glide to earth.

The other aviators rose Lo & great
helght and disappeared.
